- Yet the 
German representations were successful 
in some important particulars. 

The German  plenipotentiaries laid 
great stress on President Wilson’s Four- 
teen Points, but sought to persuade the 
allied peacemakers that these were in- 
tended in every instance to apply to the 
treatment of Germany in making péace 
instead of being intended to have appli- 
cation. mainly to the smaller nations 
which Germany had conquered or sought 
to conquer. . 

In this connection ‘the German dele- 
gates advanced the contention that the 
treaty was inconsistent with the Presi- 
dent’s declaration that the Allies were 
making war on the German people, en- 
tirely overlooking that.in imposing pun- 
ishment on the German Government its 
subjects were obliged to bear their share 
of the burden in expiation of the wrongs 
they had approved. 

Naltve_ contentions of this sort appear 
throughout the voluminous document. 
Sequestration of German territory, such 
as the Sarre Basin, and the cession of 
German territory to France and the 
smaller nationalities cause.the German 
plenipetentiaries to indulge in disquisi- 
tiens on how wrong it is for the Allies 
not to live up to their assertion of the 
rights of peoples to self-determination.

PARIS, June 14.—Serious anarchist 
and Bolshevist disorders broke out in 
Zurich, Switzerland, last night at 8 
o’dlock.. Firing was still going on at 
9 o'clock, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived from Geneva. 

Reports received this morning state 
that the local workmen’s ‘union of Zu- 
rich, which has some extremist mem- 
bers, was holding a meeting in memory 
of Rosa Luxemburg, the German radical 
leader, who was killed following her ar- 
et in Berlin early in the year, when 
the news was circulated that the Secre- 
tary of the union, ‘Conrad Wyss, had 
been arrested on Wednesday. 

A furious crowd marched upon the 
Prefecture, stoned the windows, broke 
down solid doors, and, after a half hour 
of battering; looted the Hall. of Justice 
and burned the archives in the principal 
corridor of the building. 

One of the guards' fired on the crowd, 
his shots being answered. A number of 
casualties are reported, but details are 
lacking, as telephone and télegraph lines 
appear to have been tampered with.

“The air speed indicator jammed. It steod at 90, and I knew not 
exactly what I was doing. It jammed through the sleet freezing in it, and 
it amelt smoky.

Four Others May Still Try. 

It is true that no one yet places 
great reliance upon this, though Great 
Britain found it valuable over a com- 
paratively short distance during air 
warfare against the Huns. But Ar- 
thur Pritchard, the Marconi installa- 
tion engineer, has toiled patiently for 
many weeks to make the Handléey- 
Page installation the best that modern 
science and skill can produce, and 
there. is a possibility that there yet 
may be a brilliant demonstration of its 
value. 

Particularly if the ‘plane started 
off in stormy weather and fog was 
encountered would a successful work- 
ing of its directional apparatus go far 
toward removing the hazard and un- 
certainty from transatlantic flying, 
since it is the only navigational means 
yet devised which does not leave the 
voyagers blinded and helpless in a fog. 

So, while thére may be somewhat of 
a wait before rae tae Aah gets 
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time or inclination among the little 
group of aviation devotees who have 
gone through so many weeks of prepa- 
ration for one transatlantic venture 
and another to speculate much about 
the future. Their time is too much 
absorbed in exulting in the Vimy's 


‘achievement, in pondering its mean-

It seemed almost in- 
credible as one stared at those two 
names—Alcock and Brown—on a cable 
blank. 

Nineteen hundred and thirty-six land 
miles in sixteen and one-half hours! 
That really was the distance they 
traveled as nearly as it is computible 
for their crow-line course, or 1,650 
knots, and in their battle to get away 
ih the bucketing half gale they trav- 
eled an extra ten knots before they 
had straightened out and flown away, 
across the Newfoundland coast line. 
They averaged a.speed of 117% miles 
an hour. : 

At first those who gat word that the 
two voyagers had arrived were skep- 
tical. They bethought themselves of 
the first cheery messages about 
Hawker and Grieve and the Sopwith, 
and wondered if again hope was the 
mother of joyful news. But officialcon- 
firmation soon arrived and there was 
not only joy but very génuine relief. 
For no one who for weeks has fol- 
lowed the attempts to cross and the 
tedious, often almost baffling, ob- 
stacles and delays but had become 
ever more pessimistic of success and 
ever more conscious of the dangers 
which beset those who started off so 
gayly and unconéernedly. 

It is literally true that among the 
best informed there was not heard a 
single prediction of success for them. 
This is not to say that no oné be- 
lieved they would get there, but that 
the chances of mechanical failure dur- 
ing those long hours were so well rec- 
ognized that somehow every one 
seemed instinctively to arrive at the 
same conclusion that for once prophe- 
cies were better left unspoken. 

Even Alcock and Brown themselves, 
though their confidence was ever un- 
shaken, most carefully avoided any- 
thing that could be construed into a 
prediction of success. The nearest ap- 
proach to it was one afternoon when 
Brown was explaining to the corre- 


| spondénts the course he hoped to fol- 


low, and very guardedly said that the 
plane should land at Clifden if—strong- 
ly emphasized—he ‘succeeded in fol- 
lowing the path he had mapped out, 
and Alcock laughingly interjected, 
“* Yes, we shall hang our hats on the 
aerials of the Clifden wireless tower.’’ 


Brown Chose Own Course. . 

Sketches of the news thus far re- 
ceived here leads one to believe Brown 
did follow this course with remark- 
able exactitude. He who stops to re- 
flect that though for a time Brown 
conducted a military school of aerial 
navigation, the art of navigation really 


(has been a hobby rather than a pro- 
'fession with him, may form some im-. 


pression of this achievement. 

The course he chose was his own in 
the sense that he worked out a radical- 
ly different navigation plan from that 
adopted by Lieut, Commander Grieve 
for the Sopwith or that Major Gran 
expects to employ in guiding the 
Handley-Page.

And in that cramped cockuit, where 
there was just room for Aléock and 
himself, huddled together with instru- 
ments and necessary paraphernalia all 
about them, Brown had to take his-ob- 
servations, do his calculating, and at- 
tend to his wireless. 

Brown's choice as navigator was 
a happy accident. He was with a Royal 
Air Force officer who went to Wey- 
bridge to see P. M. Muller about a 
matter concerning radiators. The 
chance conversation disclosed Brown's 
interest in and knowledge of aerial 
navigation and five minutes later 
Muller, then searching for a navigator 
for Alcock, had signed him on for the 
flight. 

There is speculation here téday as to 
whether his brilliant success really will 
be the climax to his career in the air, 
as he intended when he left. It was 
his purpose, after this flight, to marry 
an English girl and to return to Amer- 
ica to resumie his citizenship, about the 
status of which there is some question, 
though he did not refounce it when 
he fought with the British. He then 
intended to take up once more the in- 
terrupted practice of his engineering 
Profession. 


that the honors which will be ‘héaped 
upon him for his share in the Vimy’s 
triumph may tempt him to cdéntinue in 
@ more spectacular career. It is 
thought, too, that he may find a more 
congenial field in developmental work 
in aerial navigation even though he 
adheres to his determination ‘not to fly 
again. 
Alcock’s Share of Prize. 

At any rate, unless his plans are 
altered, America soon should have an 
opportunity of expressing personally 
to both hind and Alcock her pride in 
their job. Brown means to come to 
the United States in the course of a 
trip to which he expects to devote 


.his share of the prize money, and 
Alcock intends to pay a visit soon, 
perhaps. traveling back through the 
air, for he is anxious to pilot the 
huge Vickers lighter-than-air maehine, 
which is nearing completion. 

This is to be sent across, possibly 
from London to New York. Another 
flight project, more in the future, in 
which Alcock is deeply interested is 
the prospective crossing of the great 
Vickers ocean passenger carrier, which 
now is being worked on, but will need 
another year for completion. ’ 

Whether Alcock soon attempts to 
fly the Atlantic again or not, he is an 
aviator for life, so far as he knows. 
He has never followed any other call- 
ing since he flew first, in 1909, when 
he was 17 years of age. He has de- 
signed machines and he has . built 
them, but always his activities have 
centred about some phase of flying. 
There are fliers to whom their work 
is just work and who are just as 
bored when they take a plane into 
the air as is the most stodgy book- 
keeper at his desk, but Alcock is one 


of those who really loves the game 


and who is radiantly happy from the 
moment he begins to put on his flying 
Clothes until he lands and takes them 
off. 

As soon as he was out of the mili- 
tary service he signed with Vickers 
for three years as experimental pilot. 
It is doubtful, however, if éver again 
he will fly for such high wages. If 
he gets two-thirds of the prize money, 
as he expects, his pay for his actual 
flight time will be $2,020.20 an hour;

Never did he prove his love of. the 
game better than yesterday in the 
harrowing hours before he got away.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Urging that 
Congress appropriate $45,000,000 for 
naval aviation during the next fiscal 
year and declaring that $36,000,000 is 
the very lowest figure that should be 
appropriated, if the American Navy is 
not to fall behind, Secretary Daniels to- 


night sent to Senator Carroil S. Page, 
Chairman of the Naval Committee, a 
letter urging an increase in the $15,- 
000,000 appropriation granted by the 
House. 

Secretary ‘Daniels informed Senator 
Page that if the appropriation should 
remain at $15,000,000 this country could 
only ‘‘ mark time’ in aviation, when it 
should be leading. There is a strong 
disposition in the House to. cut army 
and navy appropriations right and left 
to a showing of economy. 

Great Britain and France are going 
ahead with plans for aviation develop- 





ment on a large scale. Great Britain 
has made available for the current year | 
an appropriation of $320,000,000 for army 
and navy. aircraft development, and | 
France $200,000,000. The American Gov- 

ernment is behind in lighter-than-air de-, 
velopment. It -has no rigid dirigibles. 

The British Government fs going in| 
strongly for the development of large} 
rigids. The rigid dirigible R-34, which | 
is soon to leave England for a round | 
trip transatlantic flight, is part of the | 
British development. There is no hangar | 
on this side of the Atlantic large enough 
to house the R-34, hence the stay of the

**It needs help because the industry 
is up against the most formidaple and 
unscrupulous epponent and competitor 
in the commercial world. The German 
industry, favored by nature with cheap 
materials, labor, transportation, and 
technical service, and aided by the Gov- 
ernment, has a. start of forty years in 
the race—an incalculable advantage in 
knowledge and technical skill. It has 
always waged ruthless commercial war- 
fare by destructive underselling, direct 
bribery, and, other corrupt practices.

‘* Nor will anti-dumping laws suffice, 
even if coupled with a tariff. All such 
laws hitherto devised put the burden 
on the injured party.

lation, it may well be killed before ever 
the protection becomes available. ‘The 
same may be said of the anti-trust law.

**Tf we do not adopt the licensing plan 
we shall be left alone to fight, not only 
the German trust, but the industries .of 
the Allies.

Each 
now excludes our dyes, except as 
imperatively needed. Each will seek 
an export market, at the same time 
keeping up the bars against our 
products.

In the counterproposals Germany de- 
mands immediate admission to the 
League of Nations in part fulfilment of 
the spirit of the armistice agréement 
andas necessary for the acceptance of 
the proposed military, naval, and air 
terms. She then analyzes the terri- 
torial changes demanded, asserting 
that the right’ df self-determination has 
been wilfully violated throughout the 
treaty. 
one bitterly assails the abolition of all 


| German rights’ dutside Ebrope as irre- 


concilable with the preliminary nego- 
tiations and as wholly impossible to a 
great peoplé which not only has supreme 
need for markets and supplies, but has 
shown itself capable of sharing the 
world's task of colonization. 

Germany professes to be wholly wun- 
able to accept the Reparations Com- 
mission set ‘up by the Allies as involv- 
ing an infringement of her sovereignty, 
but proposes a co-operative German 
commission to work alongside it. She 
accepts responsibility only for civilian 
losses in occupied Belgium and France 
and agrees to maximum payments of 
100,000,000,000 marks, provided the other 
terms as to colonies, overseas trade, and 
territories are accepted as she proposes. 
As to deliveries of ships, raw materials, 
and machinery, she can meet the allied 
claims only in part, largely because of 
decreased production. 

Germany demands that in the eco- 
nomic provisions she be treated on a 
basis of equality and reciprocity, and 
not. in the one-sided way outlined. She 
agrees to freedom of traffic on German 
rivers and within Germany, but always 
on condition that there be no interfer- 
ence with German ‘sovereignty. Simi- 
larly, with the renewal of treaties 
which have lapsed through the war, she 
expects reciprocal treatment rather 
than the assumption’ by the Allies cf 
the right to say what engagements are 
er are not to Becomé Gperative again. 

The Germans refiige to accept the 


‘trial of the @x-Kaiser or to sanction his 


extradition from Holland on the ground 
that no German subjec€ can be brought 
before a foreign court without estab- 
lished law or. legal basis. Similarly, she 
cannot agrée to extradite other sub- 
jects accused of violations of the laws 
and. Customs of war. _Instead, she pro- 
poses an. international court of neutrals 
to judge the fact of crime, the punish- 
ment to remain with the. national courts.

The summary sent herewith makes no 
attempt ‘to criticise any. statenfents 
of facts or figures made ‘in thereply. 
The Gérman delegation alone is respon- 
sible for them; but it may be stated 
that many of them, especially as to the 
eastern frontiers, are disputable, if not 
absolutely incorrect; and that*fatts-bear- 
ing in the ‘opposite direction have been 
omitted.

In the east, Upper Silesia is to be 
separated from Germany and conveyed 
to Poland, though it has had no politi- 
cal connection with Poland for 750 
. The Province of lag gh

Further provisions are equally’ con- 
trary te a-peace of right, such as those 
insisting that Germany should recognize 
beforehand treaties. which may be en- 
tered. into by ‘her enemies with the 
States formerly part of the Russian Em- 

The economic provisions for the 
Equidation of German property within 
the territories of the Allies, the claim 
that German citizens must be handed 
over to courts of the hostile powers, the 
insistence on Germany acknowledging 
her responsibility for all damage _ in- 
curred by the German Government hos- 
tile to her, are all contrary to the innate 
rights of nations. 

Again, as to the League of Nations, 
Germany had repeatedly been promis 
that thé League of Nations would unite 
the belligerents, conquerors as well as 
conquered, to secure the wortd against 
future disasters. To this effect speeches 
i qu uoted ay Mr. Asquith, on Rob- 

ecil, Grey, M. Ribot, and 
President Wien 

All these utterances made it a matter 
of course that Germany would from the 
po pmo take part in establishing the 
ue of Nations, but the statute of 

gue has been established without 
German help; and Germany is not even 
invited to join the League. Germany's 
importance is independent of her tem=- 
porary military i gee position. If 
she is not admitt it is impossible to 
speak of a League of Nations. 

The enemies of Germany have repeat- 
edly assured the whole world that they 
do not aim at the destruction of Ger- 
pany. Speeches to this effect by Lloyd 
George,. Lord’ Milner, M. Pichon and 
President Wilson are ‘quoted. 

But the proposed treaty of peace 
shows that Gertany’s position as a 
world power'is to be destroyed in every 
possible manner. Etonomic provisions 
are cited to prove the intended destruc- 
tion of German economic life, both at 
hcme and abroad, even to the detail of 
the confiscation of her cables. . 
During the war a new principle has 
been put forward, the right of self-de- 
termination of nations.

‘Out the treatment of the inhabitants 
of the Sarre region, and of the district 
of Eupen, Malmedy, and Moresnet does 
not comply with such a solemn recogni- 
tion of this right. The same is true 
about Aljsace-Lorraine, the cession of 
which without consulting the population 
would be a new wrong. 
If 2,500,000 Germans.are to be torn 
away from their native land against 
their own will, this cannot .be consid- 
ered compatible with self-determination. 
Statistics are given with regard tc the 
number of districts in Central and Upper 
Silesia and Southeast Prussia to prove 
that the majority of the population is 
German, 
The cession of Danzig and Memel is 
claimed to be equally contrary to the 
principles laid down, as-is the refusal 
to allow the German Austrians to unite 
with Germany, and the compulsion ex- 
ercised on millions of Germans te re- 
main part of the newly created Czecho- 
slovak State. Even in Germany itself 
the right of self-determination is denied 
by the nomination of an alien commis- 
sion to carry out the conditions of the 
treaty, surrender of independence which 
may not be inflicted upon any State. 

CHAPTER Ii. 

Results. 

A brief third chapter deals with the 
results of the draft period. The dele- 
gates claim it involves the utter de- 
struction of German economic life, and 
leaves the German people to a financial 
slavery of.a kind unknown in history. 
The ge point out that this would 
first make itself, felt in the sphere of 
economics, for Germany’s. creditors 
could not obtain the immense sums _re- 
quired from a Pe egy, orca country.

A lasting, peace can only be obtained 
by way of-a League of Nations which 
guarantees equal rights for the great

equal terms as soon as peace has been 
signed. At the same time clauses must

hed to Germany for over a thousand 
years, during which period France. has 
possessed it not more than sixty-eight 
years. The people today are as rman 
as they were a hundred years ago, when 
they demanded to be reunited with Ger- 
Many, but on account of the coal mines 
they are put under an abnormal and un- 
favorable form of Government; and 
since the armistice they have begun to 
learn what they will have to suffer. 

All this is to compensate France for 
coal destroyed in the north; but such a 
question can only be settled’on an .eco- 
nomic basis, not by tearing away a na- 
tionally undisputed territory and de- 
grading the League of Nations by in- 
volvi it in the transaction. The Ger- 
man vernment declines to make any 
reparation in the form of punishment, 
and still more emphatically declines to 

on to individual parts of the popu- 
ation the punishment intended for the 
whole of the community. The annexa- 
tion of the Sarre district to France would 
mean the creation of another Alsace- 
Lorraine, and Germany claims that the 
whole question must be reconsidered. 

The fifth section, dealing with Alsace- 
Lorraine, insists that for the most part 
this district is German, but admits that 
according to present conceptions of right 
an injustice was committed in 1871 when 
the people were not consulted. Germany 
has therefore promised reparation, but 
it would be no reparation to cede Alsace- 
Lorraine with its immensely increased 
economic wealth to France at once. 

A vote must be taken allowing a 
choice between union with France, 
union with Germany as a free State and 
complete independence. If the popula- 
tion should decide for France, the pres- 
ent conditions must be modified as to 
the dating back of the cession and the 
question of nationality;. and, if France 
is to take over the: resuits of Germany's 
effort she must equally take over a pro- 
Pportionate share in the German debt.

A long and important seventh section 
deals with Germany’s eastern frontiers. 
Germany has agreed to a creation of an 

dependent Polish State, but the terms 
of the treaty include in it a number’ of 
totally German towns and extensive 
German tracts of land for military or 
economic reasons, without regard to na- 
tionality or to history. 

It is claimed that "this particularly ap- 
plies to Upper Silesia, which has had no 
connection with the “Polish empire since 
1163. The wishes of the inhabitants 
have been clearly expressed by the elec- 
tions of the Reichstag in 1903 and 1907, 
when the majority voted for German 
rather than Polish Deputies, In 1919, 
when the Poles proclaimed their absten- 
tion from. voting. 60 per cent, of possi- 
ble voters voted for German candidates. 

With regard to language, the parents 
of less than 22 P as cent. of the school 
children have lared themselves in 
favor of education in a non-German 
amg under the new provisions, and 
the Polish dialect spoken by a consid- 
erable part of the Upper Silesians is 
really a mixed lan é€, and does not 
represent a mark of-nationality. 

Upper Silesia owes everything to Ger- 
many. Germany cannot dis > pp ne with 
Us er Silesia, while Poland does: not 

ly need it. The Upper Silesian coal 
one supplied almost the whole industry 
of Bastern yy & and last year the 
output was 43,500 metric tons: Poland

rmany’s claim is. based on the fact 
that she has acquired them lawfully and 
developed them laboriously. The pos- 
session of them will be even more neces- 
sary to her in the future than in the 
Past, as, owing to the low rate of ex- 

she must obtain raw material 
from: her own colonies. . She further re- 
quires. her colonies as a market, and as 
settlements for a part of her surplus 
population. 

As a great elvilized nation, the Ger- 
_— people have the right to “co-operate 

inthe joint task of mankind, in which 
they have already achieved great things. 
The interests of the coloréd population 
of the colonies speak for Germany re- 
maining in possession of them, for the 
German administration has abolished 
abuses and introduced peace, order, jus- 
tice, health, education, and Christianity. 

Germany has clearly looked after the 
interests of the natives. She has re- 
frained from militarizing them, and has 
adhered to the principle of the open 
door. The demand that the colonies 
should %e renounced is therefore con- 
sidered unjustified. 

Without modifying this position, the 
delegates further point out that the con- 
ditions under which the cession is de- 
manded are unacceptable in detail, par- 
ticularly as to State and private prop- 
erty. and compensation; and they ciaim 
that. any. mandatory power ‘should pay 
all expenses ineurred by the German 
Empire, and that the territory should 
still be responsible for liabilities in- 
curred. 

They therefore make a counterproposal 
that an impartial hearing of the colo- 
nial question should take place before 
a special committee. 

Germany claims that though justified 
in demanding the restoration of her col- 
onies, she is ready to administer them 
according to the principles of the League 
of Nations if a league is formed which 
she can enter at once as a member with 
equal privileges. 

The eleventh section agrees to the re- 
nunciation of German.rights and priv- 
fleges regarding Kiao-Chau and Shan- 
tung, with certain stipulations as to 
compensation. 

Section 12 deals with Russia and the 
Russian States. Germany does not 
claim or propose to interfere with any 
territory which belonged to the former 
Russian empire. The peace of Brest- 
Litovsk has already been renounced in 
the armistice. 

But Germany cannot recognize any 
right on the part of Russia to demand 
restitution and reparation, and it is only 
able to recognize the relevant treaties 
and agreements if their contents are 
known, and if they do not prove to be 
unacceptable. 


CHAPTER Ill. 


Germany’s Rights Outside Europe. 

The German delegates complain that 
according to the draft treaty Germany 
is to have no rights whatever in Europe 
outside her own frontiers. 

If.Germany is to continue to exist, the 
realization of these terms is impossible. 
Germany must have the use of ship- 
ping, but she is called upon to deliver 
up her entire overseas fleet with all 
tonnage which happened to be in enemy 
harbors at the beginning of the war. 
Further, the Allies refuse to recognize 
the decisions of German prize courts 
or to consider German ‘claims for dam-.

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CHAPTER Iv. 
Reparation. 

Germany accepts the obligation to pay 
for all damages. sustained by the civil 
populations in thé occupied parts of Bel+ 
gium and France, inasmuch as she

the- violation of Belgian neutrality. She 


opposes reparation ‘to other occupied ter- 
Pivories in Italy, Montenegro, Serbia, 
Rumania, and Poland, as no attack in 
‘contradiction to international law was 
involved.

allies. 

Germ conjests certain specific” re- 
eponstnditicn, particularly as to 
costs of an army of occupation, which 
she considers both unnecessary and un- 
economic. She carinot accept the Repa- 
ration Commission as outlined, as the 
giving of such dictatorial powers would 
mean-.a renunciation of sovereignty. 
The commission would be both jury and 
judge, and the greater part of the repa- 
rations could only be collected by force. 

German commission is therefore pro- 
posed for So -spexetion: with this commis- 
sion, any d care Sher iw to be finally de- 
cided by a ed court of arbitration 
under. neutral presidency. 

Germany is anxious to co-operate ~ 
the restoration of France and Belgium 
to whith end proposals will be shortly 
made.

Germany agrees to issue, four weeks 
after peace, Government bonds for 20,-

payments without interest, beginning 
May 1, 1927, the total not to exceed 100,- 

000,000 marks, including repayments 
to Belgium, deliveries of materials dur- 
ing the armistice, and other concessions 
required. The annuity. to be paid each 
year is to be fixed as a distinct per- 
centage of Germany's revenues, that for 
the first ten years not to exceed 1, 
000,000 marks annually. 

Todn for ton sonmacement of shipping: 
cannot be accepted, as this is entirely 
beyond Germany’s reduced Ae nse 
pewer, and would destroy the German 
economic system. She agrees, neverthe> 
less, to construct an even greater ton-' 
nage, and over a longer period than: 
stipulated. The demand for the sur-) 
render of fishing vessels is impossible: 
owing to ‘their. supreme value for the: 
food sup pply of Germany, and especially 
as 146 of the 210 fishing boats are de- 
manded. The surrender of the whole 
overseas merchant fleet is unacceptable, 
and not over 10 per cent. of the river 
tonnage canbe given over. 

Germany acknowledges the principle of 
placing her resources directly in. the ser-! 
vice of reparation, but only in so far as 
not to infringe on her economic 
sovereignty. To this end they propose 
a German commission parallel to the 
Reparations Commission, the two to 
work out details in co-operation. The 
requisition of materials shall be carried 
out, however, in such a way as to avoid 
the disorganization of German economic 
life; restitutions must be made first of 
all from free stocks; the time limits in 
certain instances must be increased. 

Germany agrees, if her situation 
mits, to export to France coal equa 
the difference occasioned by the dastron, 
tion of the French mines, the maximum 
to be 20,000,000 tons for the first five 
years and 5,000,000 tons thereafter. In 
order, however, “to expedite the recon- 
struction of the French mines, Germany 
asks to be allowed to devote her skill 
to this work. She is unable to accord 
the options: for coal demanded owing to 
decreased production, but is willing to 
agree to a priority on the surplus over 
the German inland requirements of the 
next ten years to meet the requirements 
of France and Belgium. In return, Ger- 
many expects adequate supplies of min- 
from Lor- 
raine and France. As to coal deriva- 
tives, decreased production makes it 
possible to deliver only a’portion of that 
demanded. 

Germany agrees to the option de- 
manded as to dyestuff and chemical 
drugs, though refusing to accept price 
control by the Commission as involving 
a surrender of business secrets wholly 
unwarranted. A continuing option until 
1925 is refused as impairing Germany’s 
financial capacity. 

In a final paragraph Germany. states 
that shortage of time has, made it im-

He 
Went to France with the 9th Infantry 
when that regiment was made part of 
the Second Division. He was assigned 
to the Medical Detachment; went 
through a period of training in France, 
and went into the line with his regiment 
early last year to the left-of St. Mihiel, 
in the Rouvrois_ sector.

» PARIS, June 15, (Associated : Press.)— 
Suggestions reported recently to have, 
been made in* America that the United 
States should not require the repay- 
ment’ of the war advances made to

It is understood that the American 
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financial experts, when they rejected 
the suggestion for the redistribution of 
the war debts of the various nations, 
told those who made the suggestion 
that if it involved any waiving of the 
obligations to repay the advances made 
bv the United States it would be re- 
ported to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury with a recommendation that any 
further advances be discontinued. The 
proposal thereupon was dropped. 

It is. stated in. this connection that 
figures gathered on the relative -taxa- 
tion resulting from the war show that 
France and Italy increased their taxa- 
tion about’ 6 per cent., Great Britain 
about 1,100 per cent, and the United 
States about 2,000 per cent. The Amer- 
ican f:sancial advisers therefore main- 
tain that the repayment of the war 
advances is not only an obligation, but 
also naturally falls on those who have 
borne the smallest percentages of war 
taxation. 


Vanderlip Surprises London.

LONDON, June 15.—Financial circles 
here have been much surprised at the 
statement made by Frank A. Vanderlip, 


before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, to the effect that there was 
a feeling in France and Great Britain 
that it would be wise and just for the 
United States to remit the loang she has 
made to the Allies. The Times this 
morning appended to a Washington dis- 
patch recording the banker’s statement 
an editorial note which said: 

** We believe that no idea of any re- 
mission of loans, to be made to Great 
Britain by the United States, has ever 
been entertained in this country. Heavy 
as are our financial war burdens, it is 
not beyond our strength to bear them. 
We.are grateful for the great finandial 
aid and for the naval and military help 
given’ to us and to our allies by the 
United States, but we neither expect, 
nor have ‘we asked, to be relieved of our 
full share of the obligations we incurred 
in order to insure the triumph of the 
common cause.’”’ 

Inquiries made by THe New YoreE- 
Times correspondent in financial circles 
confirm this view and bring the sugges- 
tion that Mr. Vanderlip was, perhaps, 
referring to a suggestion put forward 
some months ago that, considering all 
the Associated Powers had been fighting. 
in a common cause and had all used 
their military and naval resources to the 
utmost with the single object of defeat- 
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ing the Central Powers, it would be only 
fair if they now pooled their financial 
burdens and agreed to distribute them 
among them all. That proposal, how- 
ever, did not find favor in Paris, and in 
all the calculations that since have been 
made as to the undoubtedly difficult 
financial position of Great Britain, no 
hint has ever been thrown out that she 
might hope for relief by any mere re- 
mission of her obligationsy 
She is, as a result of the war, a cred- 
itor as well as a debtor nation. She has

with Government in Great . 
Plan of Rehabilitation. 


SEE ITS NEED IN CRISIS 


Speedy Aid to War-Torn Coun- 
tries Recognized as Vital in 
Crushing: Bolshevism. 


FREE FROM WORLD POLITICS 


Say Participation of Private Capital 
Would Relieve Complications of 
Strictly Official. Action. 


A proposal to form a gigantic corpora-. 
tion with Federal co-operation, and with 
resources second only to those of the 
Federal Government itself, for the pur- 
pose of supplying all Europe with the 
means of resuming industrial and agri- 
cultural work, is under consideration 
here by the unofficial committee of 
bankers who are seeking to reduce to 
practical form the recommendations of 
Henry P. Davison and ra A. Van- 
derlip. 

‘It was said yestérday that thus far 
diseussion had concerned only the gen- 
eral features of a program to organize 
the financial and industrial power of the 
United States into a machine which can 
act quickly to give credit and materials 
for the general purpose of putting the 
idle millions in Europe to work full 
blast, so that they may rehabilitate their 
own countries, pay the debts they owe 


here, keep American mines and factories | 


going to capacity, and fight Bolshevism 
everywhere with the antidote of em- 
ployment. 

Committee Discussing Details. 


The problem has been discussed during 
the last ten days in a series of informal 
ecnferences. The personnel of this in- 
formal committee has not been an- 
nounced. Henry P. Davison of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. and Charles H. Sabin of 
the Guaranty Trust Company are among 
those who have attended the confer- 
ences, and representatives of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., the National City Bank, 
and other big banking companies have 
een present. A similar committee in 
Chicago has been studying the prob- 
lem. 

‘The committee has no definite plan 
yet,’’ said Mr. Davison yesterday. ** We 
have had several meetings, but are just 
feeling our way. When we have some- 
thing definite to propose undoubtedly 
similar committees will be formed all 
over the country.”’ 

The fact that the formation of a great 
semi-official corporation was being con- 
sidered...was,. disclosed .by.-a financier 
in close touch with the committee, who 
said that, while there were various opin- 
ions among bankers about the details 
of the plan, opinion was practically 
unanimous that it would be a mistake 
to have the task of restoring the pro- 
ductive capacity of Europe undertaken 
by any strictly Governmental agency, 
but that the burden should be taken up 
by the enterprise of the whole country 
with Governmental co-operation. 

““We are practically agreed,’’ this 
banker said, *‘ that the condition is a 
great emergency, and that governmen- 
tal machinery works too slowly to ac- 
complish the results. In my opinion, 
the efficient and iimpartial distribution 
of credit and materials throughout 
Europe, where en are most neéded, 
can best be accomplished by a combina- 
toin of,-all private interests, with gov- 
ernmental aid and co-operation.’’ 

Mr. Davison’s Outline. 


Henry P. Davison, in his address to 
financiers in Chicago on Friday, im- 
pressed on them that the movement was 
essentially industrial, embracing the in- 
terests of the country and of the world, 
gnc not merely of a group of bankers. 

is outline of the plan of European 
credit machinery was as follows: 

‘*My suggestion is that debentures 


| might be issued against the credits es- 


tablished in. Europe, secured by every- 
thing given against the shipment., Every 
country would guarantee the debenttres 
against it. The debentures would really 
be a inst the whole of Europe. 

hen the banking interests could 
pikce these deb&ntures with the public, 
distributed as widely as possible. Com- 
plete agreement should exist with the 
Administration and with the Treasury 
Department, which, we know, will do 
everything reasonable for ‘American 
trade.”’ 


Would Include All Industries. 


The first steps, which will be taken 
after a tentative plan has been worked 
out, ‘will be to seek conferences with 


representatives of the Administration 
and members of Congress, and with 
leaders in all American industries, such 
as cotton, steel, metals, agricultural ma- 
chinery. and foodstuffs, probably with 
the view of forming a series of \corpora- 
tions to co-operate with the semi-offi- 
cial parent corporation. The A). gre 
of Mr. Davison is that each industry 
shall have an agency to direct t fur- 
nishing of materials to the different na- 
tions' of Europe in proportion to their 
needs, as ascertained by the rent cor- 
poration or agencies which it creates.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—New mill: 
ions in revenue will pour into the Gov- 
ernment’s coffers this week through 
payment of the second quarterly install- 
ment.of income, corporation, and excess 
profits taxes, due tomorrow.
